Heart surgery breakthrough 


ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) - A newly developed 
‘ total artificial heart” has enabled a woman to survive a 
severe heart failure suffered after cardiac surgery and 
leave the hospital hi good health. 
The announcement was made Wednesday by an inter 
national team of surgeons, who said the heart was used 
successfully few two days last month 
The device is used externally ami temporarily It is con­ 
nected by tubes to the natural heart and acts as a blood 
pump until the functioning of the natural heart returns to 
normal 
It was developed over the past six years at Zurich I ni * 
versity by Professor Roberto Bosio. an Italian b»o- 
engineer The surgical team was led by Professor Ak<* 
Senning. and the actual surgery was performed bv 
Professor Marco Turina. a Yugoslav. 
Senning said use of the machine currently is limited to 
p»»st-operative cases but that eventually it might be used 
for non-surgical cardiac patients as well 


Turtna said artificial heart experiments have been 
carried out in the United States but that up to now they 
have involved only animals and have used a (k'v,r^ 1| i 
su p p lies only one of the two heart chambers, called 


V^This°was the first time that a total artificial heart 
successfully supplied both ventricles. Turina said of last 
month’s operation

He said the woman has already left the hospital and 
in good health. She is said t o be in her 30s but has not N-en 
identified. 
Turina said the device had been used on two otner 
women since last August and their hearts had begun to 
recover, but they died of other causes 
“ All three had developed severe cardiac failures after 
undergoing cardiac surgery,” Tumina said in an inter­ 
view “The failures were so severe that no other known 
means of support was possible Only then did we consent

The Vatican 
has an observer at the 
Cairo talks. 
President Anwar Sadat 
made his first public ap­ 
pearance near the con- 
lerence center today, going 
to the ancient Sphinx 
monument for a session 
with photographers. The 
trip took him to within less 
than a mile of the con­ 
ference site, but he did not

Congress adjourns without acting 
on energy, but agrees 
bill

U , . k i a h l i r t h t c rt f f h 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress 
worked today to clean up pending 
business and adjourn for the year 
without acting on the energy package 
that President Carter and the 
Democratic leadership had given top 
priority. 
Despite their disappointment over 
the failure to complete action on the 
energy package, congressional 
leaders and the Democratic presi­ 
dent gave the 95th Congress high 
marks for its accomplishments dur­ 
ing the first half of its two-year ses­ 
sion. 
The path to adjournment was 
cleared Wednesday when agreement 
was reached on a Social Security 
financing bill designed to raise $227 
billion over 10 years for the fiscally 
troubled system The bill would hike 
all taxpayers’ Social Security taxes 
substantially. 
The measure had been held up in a 


dispute over one section providing a 
$250 income tax credit for college 
tuition. That provision was dropped. 
Other matters on the agenda for 
the today's session, the last until 
Jan. 19. were another attempt in the 
Senate to appropriate funds for the 
B-l bomber and bills authorizing 
federal assistance for water pollu­ 
tion control projects and operation of 
the legal services program.

Carter told a news conference to­ 
day that “almost all the major 
proposals that we put forward have 
been adopted.” 
He cited the creation of a new 
Department of Energy, passage of 
his $21-billion economic stimulus 
program and farm legislation and 
the bill bringing new revenue for the 
financially troubled Social Security 


system as the highlights of the ses­ 
sion. 
Referring to his own inexperience 
in dealing with Congress. Carter 
said. “We now know better when 
Congress can move rapidly and when 
it can't.” 
He said that next year “we will 
have a much more carefully con­ 
sidered agenda. 
House Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill 
Jr. and Senate Majority Leader 
Robert C. Byrd both predicted work 
on the energy legislation would be 
completed early next year. 
“We are on the eve of putting 
together the energy package,” said 
O’Neill. 
Congressional negotiators on the 
energy package, after meeting with 
Carter Wednesday night, said they 
would continue holding sessions after 
adjournment.

On the other hand, the official said, 
Israel remains adamantly opposed to 
any negotiating role for the Pales­ 
tine Liberation Organization al­ 
though it would permit Palestinians 
not identified with the PLO to be pre­ 
sent in an Arab delegation. 
Vance planned to report his 
findings to President Carter im­ 
mediately after his arrival today in 
Washington, about 5:15 p m.

Librarians may have seen Hillside Strangler 
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OFFICERS QUESTION RESIDENTS NEAR LATEST SLAYING SCENE 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A man with a mustache and a 
limp who was seen making a phone call to the 11th hillside 
strangler victim was sought today in the death of the 
attractive 17-year-old prostitute. 
Kimberly Diane Martin, an outcall prostitute Iiom 
Hollywood, was last seen when she responded to a beckon­ 
ing phone call from a client on Tuesday night. Police later 
discovered the man called from a pay phone in a 
Hollywood library, and several library workers gave 
police a description of him. 
. r„ . 
It was the first major break in a case that has baffled 
investigators for more than nine weeks. 
Ms. Martin’s body was found early Wednesday on a 
Silverlake district hilltop just a few miles from sites 
where the 10 other victims had been found. Police said she 
was strangled and sexually molested. 
A parking lot attendant near the Hollywood library said 
police had asked if he had seen a mustachioed man with a 
limp. Later he thought he spotted the man and notilied 


detectives, he said. 
“It’s awful ... I'm very scared,” said Ida Frontuto, 18, 
who lives in the neighborhood where the auburn haired 


Ms. Martin was found “I don’t open my windows any 
more. I lock all my doors.” 
In the San Diego suburb of La Mesa late Wednesday, 
Lorraine Martin said the victim may have been her 
runaway daughter, Kimberly Anne, and talked by 
telephone with Los Angeles police. 
However, Mrs. Martin said that she wasn’t sure about 
the identification. Los Angeles police said they could 
make no immediate connection between the victim and 
Mrs. Martin’s 17-year-old daughter. 
After answering the call for "a good-looking blonde, 
the victim drove her own car to a nearby apartment 
where she was to meet him. said Lois Lee. spokeswoman 
for a group of prostitutes called California Association for 
Trollops (CAT). 
’ ^ 
But Miss Lee said police put her off when she tokl them 
she was calling about a prostitute She said they told her 
“prostitutes are a lot of flakes. ” 
Assistant Police Chief Darryl Gates said, on the con­ 
trary. the prostitution angle is a key to the case Several 
victims have been prostitutes. 
“We are taking information from anyone. We will not 
turn down information from prostitutes .”

OAKLAND (AP) — The three kkF 
nappe rs of 2B Chowchilla school 
children and their bus driver, 
already condemned to "the living 
hell of prison.” should be spared In­ 
carceration for life without chance 
of parole, their attorneys say 
The state, however, argues they In­ 
flicted an "ordeal of terror and tor­ 
ture" on their young captives, bury­ 
ing them for hours in a makeshift 
underground chamber, and should be 
sentenced to the maximum punish­ 
ment under the law. 
The contrasting opinions were air­ 
ed Wednesday when closing argu­ 
ments in the kidnapping trial began 
They continue today. 
Herbert YanowiU. representing 
defendant Fred Woods, accused the 
government of building a case of “in­ 
nuendo” and said there was no 
evidence to support the allegation of 
heat exhaustion 
Each of the three defense at­ 
torneys repeatedly disputed the 
p r o secu tio n 's cla im that the 
hostages suffered heat exhaustion 
and that such ailments qualified un 
der state law as bodily harm 
Prosecutor 
Richard 
Haugner 
characterized the buried moving van 
in which they captives were held as a 
cramped horror chamber of stifling 
heat and poor ventilation, leaving the 
victims gasping for air 
The defense, however, claimed 
that heat exhaustion was not men 
tioned on medical examinations of 
the hostages after their ordeal and 
that the few cuts and bruises they 
suffered as they dug their way out 
did not warrant sending their abduc­ 
tors to prison for life. 
Superior Court Judge Leo Deegan, 
who has heard the case without a 
niry, will decide whether James 
Seh<»enfeld. 26. Richard Schoenfeld, 
23. and Woods. 26, are guilty of five 
counts of kidnap with bodily harm, 
which carries a mandatory life 
sentence with no chance of parole 
The three men admitted earlier 


this fall that they committed the 
bizarre July 15, 1976. abductions and 
pleaded guilty to charges of simple 
kidnapping If acquitted of the bodily 
harm charges, they could be eligible 
for parole in seven years 
The elder Schoenfeld s attorney, 
Lester Gendron, gave an impas­ 
sioned plea for acquittal, noting the 
severity of punishment if convicted 
“To condemn them to a living 
death such as life in prison on such 
minute and inconsequential evidence 


would be a travesty of justice," he 
said in a wavering voice "They will 
go through a living hell in prison as it 
is." 
Ted M errill, counsel for the 
younger Schoenfeld, conceded the 
underground van was “less than 
pleasant, but mere confinement has 
itself not been held to be substan­ 
tial bodily injury.” 
He said the captives were fur­ 
nished with “an air system, toilet, 
matresses and blankets These would 


not have been provided if there was 
not some interest in the good of the 
victims." 
The van was buried in a rock 
quarry owned by Woods' father 
about 100 miles north of the victims 
Central California hometown. 


The elder Woods and his wife were 
in the courtroom along with the 
Schoenfelds' mother. They sat im­ 
passively as did the three defendants 
while the attorneys argued

ESSEX, Calif (API — The handful 
of residents in this isolated Mojave 
Desert town are dusting off their 
televison sets The town without TV 
gets the tube today. 
Until a Pennsylvania electronics 
firm heard about its plight, Essex 
remained one of the last American 
communities without any television 
reception The closest TV stations 
are 110 miles away in Las Vegas, 
Nev., and all reception was blocked 
bv hills. 
About 50 people live around the 
C 
t office in the middle of Essex. 
Te’s a school, a gas station open 
on and off, and Essex’ biggest in­ 
dustry: a state highway work crew 
of less than half a dozen folks who 
care for hundreds of miles of lonely 
Interstate 15 nearby. 


TV service was scheduled to start 
at 11 a m with a formal switch- 
throwing ceremony over at the Post 
Office. Electronics Missiles and 
Communications of White Haven, 
Pa., paid $15,000 to beam in a single 
television station — an NBC affil­ 
iate in Phoenix, about 200 miles 
away. 
What Essex got was a translator, a 
device which picks up signals before 
they are blocked by mountains and 
beams them toward antennas in an 
otherwise inaccessible area 
The device is widely used around 
the country, and the technology to 
bring TV to Essex has been around 
for many years. 
But thè problem was high cost and 
low population Not enough residents 
cared to chip in a year ago. Then the 


f*ennsylvania firm offered to supply 
the translator as a demonstration 
project 
Mary Howard. 30. wife of the post­ 
master, said she is glad NBC will be 
the one station "because of all 
they’ve done for us.’’ 
In March, the producers of Johnny 
Carson's “Tonight Show 
brought 
the residents 150 miles to Los 
Angeles to appear on the show after 
reading newspaper accounts of the 
television-less town 
But Mrs Howard said she is not 
buying a television set just yet. “My 
husband and I figured we wouldn’t 
watch it that much anyway." 
Many Essex residents already 
have television, reminders of years 
spent in other communities.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A judge 
has entered innocent pleas for five 
political activists accused in an 
alleged bomb plot against a state 
senator. 
The five, for whom Superior Court 
Judge Michael Blake entered the 
pleas Wednesday, were described by 
the FBI as a “combat team" of the 
revolutnmay Prairie Fire Organizing 
Committee. 
They declined to enter pleas on 
their own behalf b ecau se of 
problems preparing their defense 
and charged that their Nov. 19 arrest 
was politically motivated, “This is 
an attack on revolutionary prin­ 
ciples," said one, Judith Siff Bissell 
The group, which the FBI says is 
allied with the Revolutionary Com­ 
m ittee that split off from the 
Weather Underground leadership, is 
accused of plotting to bomb the 
Fullerton office of state Sen John 
Briggs, the leader of a campaign per­ 
mit school officials to fire homosex­ 
ual teachers 
Blake set bond for Mrs. Bissell at 
$750,000 and scheduled a preliminary 
hearing for Jan. 9. Leslie Mullin, 
Curtis Marc Perry, Michael Justesen 
and Clayton Van Lydegraf were be­ 
ing held on $500,000 bond. 
Van Lydegraf, 52, of San Francisco 
is a leader of the Prairie Fire 
Organizing Committee. The others 
were antiwar movement veterans 
from the Seattle area, but now live in 
Los Angeles.

The killings have been termed the 
‘ trash bag murders'* because many 
of the bodies, some nude and dis­ 
membered, were found in large 
plastic trash bags dumped along 
highways. Investigators contend the 
deaths were linked to homosexual 
activities.

After the first arrivals last 
weekend and Monday, authorities 
freed 41 ruled eligible for mandatory 
release, who had met their prison 
time requirements. 
Authorities in states with out­ 
standing warrants for any of the 
prisoners must identify the person 
conclusively, 
Derbonne said 
A 
transfer hearing then would allow 
him or her to enter a plea and be 
sentenced or released here. 


A decision not to enter a plea 
would be followed by the prisoner s 
transfer to the state involved, Der­ 
bonne said. 


Scientology member secretly indicted

County Grand Jury has secretly in­ 
dicted a Church of Scientology 
member accused of infiltrating the 
state attorney general’s office and 
photocoyping documents it was 
reported today 
The indictment against 34 year-old 
Linda Polameni of Los Angeles 
charged her with stealing govern­ 
ment documents from the attorney 
general's Southern California 
headquarters where she worked as a 
secretarv 
Although the prosecutor declined 
to say how authorities came to 


believe Miss Polameni was a spy, the 
report said the grand jury transcript 
noted that 
M iss P olam eni s 
superiors put together a package of 
“both accurate and false informa­ 
tion'' on the Church of Scientology 
and made it available to her on the 
day she was arrested. Sept 12. 


Agents said that when she was 
arrested, photocopies of the docu­ 
ments were found in her purse, along 
with several newspaper clippings 
about FBI raids last July on Church 
of Scientology offices in Los Angeles 
and Washington. D C. 


Welfare fraud cut 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — The county’s Department of 
Public Social Services, which has a caseload larger than 
those of 45 states, has reduced its error-fraud rate by 39 
per cent in the past year, Officials say. 
Computerizing the Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children program, which accounts for half the county's 
welfare rolls, made It more difficult to collect duplicate 
benefits at several branch offices, Chief Deputy Director 
Ed Tanaka said Wednesday. 
Tanaka also said the department has begun checking 
welfare applications against employment records 
The rate of payments made in error or because of fraud 
was 4.4 percent a year ago and was cut to 2.67 per cent 
this month, Tanaka said.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - During November more 
Californians died in highway accidents than in any month 
since November 1969, the California Highway Patrol 
says. Deaths for the month totaled 437. 
Glen Craig, the CHP Commissioner, Wednesday 
blamed “more vehicles and more miles traveled as the 
main reason. 
Craig said vehicle mileage was about 8 percent higher 
in 1977 than in 1976. 
Increased average speeds also contribute to highway 
death totals, Craig said. "Accident severity is directly 
related to speed, and higher speeds result in more 
fatalities and severe injuries," he said. 
Drinking and driving also adds to death totals, he said, 
and he promised to push the CHP’s campaign against 
drunken drivers this month to reduce accidents involving 
drinking drivers. 
Desegregation plan 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A school desegregation plan in­ 
volving many more minority children than the one offered 
by the city Board of Education has been proposed by a 
coalition of black elected officials and community 
leaden* 
The group, the Black Leadership Coalition, contended 


at a press conference Wednesday that the board's plan 
has been tailored to win support from the mostly white 
western section of the city and the San Fernando Valley 
while "the constitutional rights of minority children and 
minority communities have been completely ignored.” 
John Mack, executive director of the Los Angeles 
Urban League, told reporters a desegregation plan should 
include all grades from kindergarten through 12th rather 
than the limited number of students in the fourth through 
eighth grades called for by the board. 
Youths held 
INDIO (AP) — Two youths and a 21-year-old man have 
been arrested in connection with three holdups and the ab­ 
duction of a 21-year-old grocery clerk. 
Authorities said Robert Medina of Indio and the two 
youths were booked for investigation of armed robbery 
and kidnaping. 
The three were arrested shortly after the clerk, Debbie 
E. Brown, was found injured on a roadway near Desert 
Hot Springs. 
Investigators said she broke her right leg and left ankle 
and suffered a concussion in jumping from a car driven by 
one of her abductors. 
Miss Brown was a clerk in a Desert Hot Spring con­ 
venience store, which deputies said was robbed early 
Wednesday. 


Olympics hearing 
LOS ANGELES (AP>-Well-organized supporters of a 
1984 Los Angeles Olympics carried the day — at least 
numerically — at a public City Council committee hear­ 
ing on a proposed referendum to prevent city funds from 
being used to finance the Games. 
Of 25 people testifying before the Wednesday night 
hearing. 15 spoke against such a referendum, six were in 
favor and four were either neutral or did not make their 
stand clear. 
Bob Steiner, a spokesman for the Southern California 
Committee for the Olympic Games, which is helping 
prepare Los Angeles’ bid for the 1984 Games, admitted 
that his group had carefully organized many of the anti- 
referendum presentations. 
But the Citizens Committee-Olympic group which backs 
Councilman Bob Ronka’s referendum proposal apparent­ 
ly tailed to turn out significant numbers of backers. 


Nuclear plant backed

WASHINGTON <AP) - Just in 
time for Christmas. Congress is giv­ 
ing the country a financially 
strengthened Social Security system. 
It is also delivering a bill for its pre­ 
sent — $227 billion over the next dec­ 
ade alone, to be paid by 107 million 
taxpayers. 
Some of the poorest workers in the 
country would face a tax increase of 
more than 16 percent during that 
period Higher-paid workers and their 
employers would pay as much as 243 
percent more than under current 
law. 
The Senate and House planned to 
routinely approve a compromise ver­ 
sion of the bill today. That vote was 
to be followed by adjournment, al­ 
though negotiators working on the 
president’s energy program planned 
to remain in Washington for further 
sessions. 


The way for the final vote was 
cleared Wednesday when Senate cow* 
forces dropped their insistence on a 
$250~per-student college tuition tax 
credit that had been attached to the 
hill 
Because the tax increase would be 
felt by 107 million people, it is not a 
bill that voteconscious congressmen 
are particularly fond of passing 
But most lawmakers see no other 
acceptable way to make sure the 
huge pension system is able to con­ 
tinue providing benefits for 33 
million Americans. 
Unless more money is paid into the 
system, experts say, the Social 
Security fund for the disabled will be 
exhausted by March 1979 and the old- 
age fund by 1983. 


Higher benefits and inflation have 
increased payouts from the funds. 


high unemployment has cut tax 
collections. 
The bill is not exactly what Pr^i 
dent Carter wanted He preferred to 
make employers pay a greater share 
of payroll taxes and to use some in­ 
come tax revenues to finance Social 
Security in hard times. 
But lie did not press those issues 
after Congress made clear its opposi­ 
tion. And Carter’s secretary of 
health, education and w elfare, 
Joseph A. Califano Jr . hailed the 
compromise bill as fulfilling a 
Carter campaign commitment to 
restore the integrity of the Social 
Security system.

Evansville mourns for 14 young men, coach 
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EVANSVILLE, Ind < AP> — Some wept uncontrollably 
Others sat or stood in dazed silence. They were fans and 
friends, mourning the deaths of 14 young basketball 
players and the coach who had such faith in them 
More than 500 mourners filled the ultra-modm chapel 
on the campus of the University of Evansville Scores 
stood in the aisles, others remained outside in the damp 
courtyard. 
‘ We are numb with horror, and we are in need of each 
other.” said the university’s president, Dr 
Wallace 
Graves. wrho urged the mourners to try to live up to the 
dedication and reputation of the coaches and players 
‘(Coach i Bobby Watson and the others were extremely 
devoted to this university, and we must carry on their 
goals." Graves said. "We should never forget this 
tragedy, but we must do our best in the days ahead to 
develop our potentialities, to love God and to carry on for 
them ”

Twenty-nine people — including Watson, the players 
and seven others from the school — died Tuesday night in 
the crash of a chartered plane in rain and thick fog. 
The players, many of them 18-year-old freshmen, 
reportedly were in a happy, upbeat mood before leaving 
for the road trip that ended their lives.

“Our immediate hope and goal is 
that any peace move made by Israel 
and Egypt would be acceptable to the 
moderate Arab leaders in the Middle 
East,” Carter said. 
He spoke on the eve of a private 
conference with Israeli Prim e 
Minister Menahem Begin, and dur­ 
ing a recess in Israeli-Egyptian talks 
in Cairo — a session that was 
spurned by other nations rimming 
Israel.

No effect 
soon in 
farm 
strike

The farm strike is on, but 
It’s impossible to say 
whether it started with a 
bang or a whimper. 
Whatever the eventual 
outcome, there seemed lit­ 
tle likelihood that super­ 
market shoppers would 
notice any effect on prices 
anytime soon. 
that is because the 
strongest support for the 
strike — at least on open­ 
ing day Wednesday — was 
among farmers whose 
crops take a long time to 
get into stores. 
Falling in that category 
are wheat, com, soybeans 
and other commodities 
used primarily in refined 
products or for cattle feed. 
Striking farm ers are 
seeking higher prices for 
those and other goods - 
s p e c if ic a lly fed e ra l 
government guarantees of 
100 percent parity. 
Parity is a complicated 
economic yardstick based 
on the prices farmers got 
during the period from 1910 
to 1914. Under 100 percent 
parity, the price they get 
for farm products today 
would translate into the 
same buying power the 
1910-14 prices had 
Critics of the parity for­ 
mula say it does not take 
into account increased 
farm production and 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Bob Bergland has held out 
little hope that the govern­ 
ment would guarantee 100 
percent parity. 
If Wednesday’s activity 
is an indication, the farm 
strike may be as much 
demonstration as work 
stoppage.

AMSTERDAM, Nether 
lands (AP) - Dutch mil­ 
lionaire Pieter Menten was 
found guilty Wednesday of 
taking part in the Nazi kill­ 
ing of Polish Jews during 
World War II and sen­ 
tenced to 15 years in Jail. 
The 7 8 -year-old art 
collector was involved in 
executions which took 
place at the village of 
Podhoroce on July 7, 1941, 
the court ruled. 
But the court regarded 
as "not proven 
charges 
that Menten took part in 
another massacre at the 
village of Urycz on Aug 27. 
1941, and said he would be 
acquitted on this count. 
Formal charges against 
Menten said he took part in 
the execution of 20 to 30 


persons at Podhoroce and 
of 175 to 200 persons at 
Urycz Both villages are 
now part of the Soviet Uk­ 
raine 
Menten denied all the 
charges 
Today’s was the second 
verdict against Menten for 
his wartime activities The 
first was in 1949 when he 
drew an eight-month 
sentence for collaborating 
with the Nazis. But he was 
acquitted then of charges 
of serving with German 
forces and stealing an art 
collection from a Polish 
professor. 
The new charges against 
him followed a series of ex­ 
posures in the Dutch press 
in 1976 which resulted in 
authorities launching a 


fresh investigation into his 
past. 
In November 1978 police 
went to arrest Menten at 
his 40 room villa at 
Blaricum. near Arnster 
dam. but found he had fled 
the country with his wife, 
Meta, hours earlier. 
Three weeks later he 
was traced to a motel near 
Zurich. Switzerland, and 
arrested by Swiss police.

The Swiss returned him to 
the Netherlands and he has 
remained in Jail pending 
the outcome of his trial, 
Menten s trial started 
May 9 and has continued on 
and off throughout the 
year. On Nov. 7 the public 
prosecutor demanded that 
the millionaire be jailed 
for life 
The Dutch sent an 
investigation team to the 


Soviet Union after Soviet 
authorities agreed to open 
a mass grave at the scene 
of one of the massacres. 
They also allowed Soviet 
witnesses to testify at the 
trial to Amsterdam. 
One Soviet witness told 
the court jj^saw Menten 
order executions, A Polish 
woman said she saw 
Menten shoot a woman 
pleading for her life, and a 


former Nazi SS officer 
placed Menten at the scene 
of the massacre

Parliam ent by Finance 
Minister Vasily F. Gar- 
buzov. At the official 
Soviet exchange rate, it 
would equal 124 1 billion. 
Garbuzov said the Soviet 
Union was carrying out a 
* *peaceloving foreign 
policy” but concern was 
still necessary over “ the 
security and defense abili­ 
ty of our country.’’ 
Current Soviet defense 
research and production, 
according to Western ex­ 
perts, includes a range of 
new heavy missiles and at 
least two new main battk? 
tanks, plus continued 
modernization of the 
Soviet navy 
The American defense 
budget for fiscal 1978 is 
$110.1 billion, or about 24 
percent of all government 
expenditures. The Soviet 
figure equals 13 percent of 
the total Soviet budget of 
125 7 billion rubles, or $176 
billion. 
Western specialists have 
frequently claimed that 
many Soviet defense costs 
are hidden in other budget 
appropriations, much as 
the Soviets note the disper­ 
sal of some American 
m ilitary intelligence and 
weapons 
development 


costs in the budgets of non- 
m ilitary U.S. agencies 
U S. official estimates 
usually put the Soviet 
defense budget at more 
than $100 billion, and a 1976 
estimate gave it as $118 
billion. 
The Soviet government 
also 
announced 
its 
economic plans for 1978 in­ 
cluding a sharply conser­ 
vative industrial growth 
rate and an all-out effort to 
make up for last year's dis­ 
appointing grain harvest. 
State Planning Chairman 
Nikolai K Baibakov told 
Parliament that industrial 
production would grow by 
only 4.5 percent next year, 
compared to an estimated 
growth of 5 6 percent this 
year. Foreign analysts said 
the low figure appeared to 
indicate continued Soviet 
concern with the quality 
rather than quantity of 
production and difficulties 
in construction and in light 
industry, which produces 
most of the country’s con­ 
sumer goods. 
Next year’s low growth 
could also be partially 
related to this year’s grain 
harvest of 195 5 million 
tons, since the low 1977 
harvest is expected to af­ 
fect the national food In­ 
dustry next year. Baibakov 
said the nation will try to 
produce 220 million tons of 
grain in 1978, just slightly 
below the 1976 all-time 
record crop of 223 .8 million 
tons. 
Finance Minister Gar­ 
buzov said the grain 


harvest was hurt in 1977 by 
weather conditions that 
were "far from the best, or 
even from the average.” 
The Soviet Union has 
been substantially reduc­ 
ing its annual industrial 
growth rate for many 
years as it approaches the 
limits of quick and easy 
economic expansion. Tne 
economy now relies heavt-

Congress is scheduled to 
adjourn today and will not 
return until Jan 19 
Energy conferees met 
for two hours Tuesday For 
the seventh straight day.

Wash , chairman of the 
Senate Energy Committee.

The tortuous search for Middle Eastern peace, acceler­ 
ated into a headlong dash by Anwar Sadat, has entered a 
decisive week with Israel s Arab enemies plunged into 
disarray by the rush. 
The Egyptian president and Israeli Prime* Minister 
Mena hem Begin approach historic peace talks this week 
with Israel having declared its willingness to accept a 
two-party settlement 
Sadat has sought to allay Arab suspicion that he wants 
such a deal but has hinted that a continued Arab boycott 
of his efforts may force him to look for a separate settle- 


H'sadat’s solitary diplomacy has realized overnight a 
longstanding Israeli desire to negotiate with Arab states 
one at a time. With Syria standing off. Sadat enters the 
discussions in Cairo Wednesday deprived of the credible 
threat of a joint two-front attack against Israel, such as 
that of October 1973. 
Israeli leaders were reported delighted at the chaos in 
the Arab camp 
But Tel Aviv sources said Israel’s 
satisfaction was tempered by a growing realization that 
the time has come for tough decisions on how much it is 
willing to give for a try at peace 
Svria s President Hafez Assad has remained convinced 
Sadat is racing toward a sellout settlement that would 
return the occupied Sinai Desert to Egypt but neglect 
Palestinian rights and Syria’s own occupied Golan 
Heights. Syrian officials report 
Sadat "w ill not wait for a package deal, 
predicted 
Navef Hawatmeh, leader of the Popular Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine, a Marxist guerrilla 
group within Yasir A ra fat’s Palestine Liberation 
Organization.

Syrians and Palestinians agreed that Begin looks ready 
to give up most of the Sinai But they noted his renewed 
pledges to block return of the occupied West Bank and 
creation of a Palestinian state, irreducible Arab condi­ 
tions few peace on which Sadat insisted in his historic 
speech to the Israeli parliament Nov. 20 
What did he get from his trip to Jerusalem0’ asked a 
top Assad adviser during last week’s anti-Sadat summit in 
Tripoli. Libya. “ Nothing, not even a gesture. It was clear 
that Begin is giving nothing He is not a man of peace. 
Sadat’s breakoff of diplomatic relations with Syria and 
other Arab critics seemed to fuel Arab fears of a bilateral 
settlement. The tension heightened when he closed Soviet 
and allied Eastern European consulates and cultura 
centers outside Cairo, claiming Moscow had encouraged 
his Tripoli opponents. 
“ 1 bend onlv to the Egyptian people and 1 kneel only 
before Allah,’’ Sadat later told a roaring crowd in Cairo, 
adding that his Arab critics were “ stupid and ignorant 
dwarfs. * * 
King Hussein of Jordan and Secretary of State ( yrus R 
Vance both have undertaken mediation trips in the Middle 
East, but official radio in Syria — key nation in the Arab 
dispute — said Assad rejected “ all methods of political 
and diplomatic action '

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Nursery school accused of neglecting^abusing children

A Rowland Heights nursery school 
which serves parents from Pomona. 
Diamond Bar and Walnut as well a* 
Rowland Heights has been charged 
by the state with flagrant child 
abuse. 
Atty Gen Evelle Younger began 
proceedings today to revoke the 
license erf the Walnut Valley Junior 
Nursery and Day School at 19560 E. 
Walnut Drive. 
The California Department of 
Health charges the nursery violated 
15 state regulations, ranging from 
child abuse and neglect to unsafe and 
unsanitary conditions on the 
premises. 


ment of children, insufficient super 
vision, failure to make reports of in­ 
juries to the state, overcrowded con­ 
ditions. and child neglect 
Other accusations include using 
unsafe plav equipment, wooden 
boards with splinters sticking out of 
them, and using unapproved heaters. 
Mrs. Janet Reiss, director of the 
nursery for the past four years, 
termed the child abuse charges 
“ ridiculous — mostly the work of a 
former disgruntled employee and of 
a state evaluator who is out to make 
a name for himself ” 
She said not only does her school 
intend to contest the charges, but a 
number of parents are preparing a 
rtn«i nr twin suit aeainst the state 


Mrs Reiss admitted that SOf^ 
parts of the facility were found to be 
in violation of building and sa ety 
codes last June but contended uvi 
all those citations have been 
cor 
reeled. 
. 
As for the child abuse and neglect 
ch a rg es, she said they w ere 
“ isolated cases'* stemming from in 
cWonts two years ago. 
The director pointed out that the 
Los Angeles County Department of 
Health, whose licensing arxV ^T* 
tificatlon division monitors condi­ 
tio as at nursery schools, was wit a 
partv to the complaint

June and again in September, 
she 
declared 
Tour men spent K work 


the end. ail they found was some dust 
on the window sills ” 
Gary Andary. the county Inspector 
who checked the premises, agreed 
that there was dust and that the 
nursery school had complied with 
most of the county 
codes, but 
claimed there was “a lot more 
“ We still found conditions un­ 
sanitary with children running 
around in the kitchen, overcrowding 
with insufficient staff, and hazards 
unconnected,” he said. “We are still 
receiving complaints from teachers 
and parents about improper handling 
of children ” 
Andary said one of the complaints 
dealt with the improper handling of 
an asthmatic child who needed extra 
rest but didn't get it, and therefore 


developed an .»cute condition 
He said the county was not in 
volved in the revocation process 
because the state had jurisdiction 
Andary alleged that for the four 
months between last March and 
June, a total of 22 child abuse in­ 
stances were reported to his office. 
M rs. R eiss contended th at 
although at one time there were 185 
children at the combination nursery 
and dav school, that number has 
been sliced to 80 to comply with the 
provisions of the license 
“We expanded the facilities and 
we felt we were entitled to more 
than 80 children." she explained 
• “They said no. so we cut back the 
enrollment " 
She insisted the staff was not insuf 
fklent She said the nursery had 25 
full and part-time employees 
Mrs. Reiss said the evaluation ot 
the state health department and the 
subsequent citatio n s were so 
“unreasonable” that the nursery 
school and the parents appluxi to 
state Sen 
William Campbell of 
Hacienda Heights to intercede 
She felt the charges were fill'd 
because the state agency felt the 
p ressu re we were causing, “and they 
could no longer sit on their hands

Striking workers at Kaiser l*erm 
amnte facilities in four cities, in 
eluding Ontario, ratified a new three 
year contract Wednesday night and 
today returned to work 
The agreement calls for hourly 
wage increases of slightly more than 
$1 67 over the three-year period, and 
a guaranteed 6 percent cost-of living 
increase each year 
The c le ric a l and tech n ical 
emplovees. members of United Steel 
Workers Local 7600. voted 502-168 
Wednesday in favor of offers en­ 
dorsed by their union negotiators 
About 1,100 workers at the major 
Kaiser hospital in Montana and 
clink's in Ontario, San Bernardino 
and Riverside, went on strike Nov. 1, 
to back their demands for improved 
pensions and wage increases, tied to 
cost-of living hikes. 
Officials said the number of beds 
being used at the Fontana hospital 
dropped during the 44-day strike to 
about 140 daily from an average of 
280 


Union spokesman Cass Alvin said 
the m*w contract calls for hourly 
wage increases of about 58 2 cents 
the first vear. 53 6 cents the second 
year and 55 6 cents the final year 
The average hourly wage of the 
striking employees under their old 
contract was $4 90 
The present pension plan was in­ 
crease by $2 50 to $13 50 tin**s years 
worked under tin* new piict and a five 
cent per hour hike in shift differen­ 
tial was addl'd 
Alvin said employees will receive 
an extra 10 cents for each hour 
worked last vear This will tot.il 
about $200 each 
He said the strike was “rather rt- 
f<>etive” then added, ‘ but ending a 
strike is always a good feeling With 
a hospital its always a difficult 
thing." 
The new contract expires Nov 1, 
19H0 
The strikers included clerical 
workers, licensed vocational nurses, 
clinieaf assistants, dietary aides and

After months of haggling and tour 
revisions of the original draft, the 
Pomona school board has adoptixl a 
new policy requiring increased 
amounts of homework for distrul 
students. 
While dissatisfaction over the 
strength of the new policy was ex­ 
pressed by some trustees, the 
changes are generally regarded by 
the board as an improvement over 
the former policy. 
The new policy states that 
homework activities are an integral 
part of the school curriculum 


The greatest change is in the 
amount of homework for elementary 
students. In grades one through 
three, at least two hours a week are 
required to be spent in home assign­ 
ments. 
The previous policy made no provi­ 
sion whatsoever for homework in the 
primary grades and stated only that 
homework in grades four to six may 
be given at the direction of the 
teacher, either to strengthen a skill 
or for enrichment. 
The old policy also states that. “ In 
the sixth grade, particularly the se­ 
cond semester, homework becom<*s 
an integral part of the program. No 


home assignments should take the 
a v e rag e pupil m ore than 40 
minutes." 
The new policy requires students 
in grades four to six to receive at 
least three hours homework a w«*ek 
“ appropriate to the needs and 
Ciipabilities of the individual 
The new policy also increases the 
amount of homework for secondary 
students 
Seventh through ninth 
graders should receive 90 minutes ot 
homework a week per class. This is 
up from a requirement of 30 minutes 
oi homework |>er day in the old 
policy. 
Students in grades 10 through 11 in­ 
crease from 60 minutes of homework

The extent to which the United States has slipped 
as an industrial power can be gauged by figures on 
production and importation of steel, the key ele­ 
ment in heavy industry 
Twenty two years ago, the United States was 
responsible for 39.3 per cent of the world’s steel 
production. Today. U.S. steel production amounts 
to only 16 4 per cent of the world total. 
In that period. U.S. production increased only 
nine per cent. Japanese steel production, however, 
increased 1.038 per cent. 
At the same time, the United States became the 
world’s largest importer of steel products In the 
first half of 1977, imports accounted for 15 per cent 
of domestic production. The United States took one- 
fifth of Japan s total steel output. Even the new 
Alaskan oil pipeline was built with steel made in 
Japan 
The amazing thing is that this has happened with 
little expression of concern in the United States. 
Because of apparent prosperity over the past two 
decades — much of it illusorv — observers of the 
domestic scene ignored the deterioration of the key 
component in heavy industry in this country 
Suddenly, many Americans are aware that the 
steel industry is in danger. Finally, the problem of 
subsidized foreign competition is getting attention 
in Congress 
While Congress ponders the problem of restricting 
steel imports subsidized by foreign governments, 
the public also has to consider the element of un­ 
reasonable labor costs in American heavy industry 
The New York Times, in a recent analysis of steel 
industry labor costs, pointed out that one hour of 
labor, including benefits, averaged $12.22 in the 
United States In Japan, the cost Is $6 31. 
While no one expects living standards in Japan 
and the United States to be on a par. the disparity is 
grossly excessive. Union pressure in the steel in­ 
dustry has been pushing American-made steel out 
of the domestic market and denying it markets 
abroad Unless the Steelworkers Union is subject'd 
to restraint, the American steel industry will suffer 
a continuing series of reductions in size. 
. The only solution to this problem is to tackle the 
union monopoly power head on. to m ake 
steelworkers union subject to the same antitrust 
law that is applicable to industrial companies This 
is the goal of U.K. 5314, sponsored by U.S. Rep. 
I »tulip Crane (K ill.) It’s the application of monopo­ 
ly union power, after all, that compels the 
steelmakers to submit to union demands, no mat­ 
ter how unreasonable. 
If the public doesn’t understand the need for 
authentic reform in the law. the country will cease 
to be the foremost industrial power in the world 
W’ith this loss of industrial strength will come a 
marked decline in the American standard of living.

WASHINGTON - Monsanto, the 
giant chemical manufacturer, is 
about to launch a high-powered 
public relations offensive to convince 
America that some chem ical 
products are good for you — even 
though they are suspected of induc­ 
ing cancer. 
With sales revenues of $4 billion a 
vear, Monsanto is easily able to pay 
for a combined television and 
magazine drive to gloss over scieiv 
tific findings that the chemicals 
which preserve your food and 
safeguard crops may be hazardous 
Sine«* more and fhore Americans 
are growing wary of the man made 
chemicals they ingest, Monsanto will 
pull out all the stops It will recruit 
its own workers to make speeches 
and lobby for Monsanto chemicals. 
The prochemical advertising blitz 
will be launched through television 
and major magazine outlets. 
The company’s blueprint, which 
we've seen, calls for a documentary 
movie and a pamphlet extolling the 
virtues of chemicals Company em­ 
ployees are being urged to laud the 
wonders of Monsanto’s laboratory 
products. 
A 19-page report to the employee« 
boasts that “each television message 
will be built around a strong visual 
demonstration that lets viewers see 
for themselves how chemicals im­ 
prove the qualities of their lives.” 
IVominent scientists and experts 
are being lined up to narrate a mes­ 
sage that Monsanto hopes will per­ 
suade viewers to write letters to 
their newspapers on behalf of 
chemicals or to state their views in 
public forums.

Sacram ento scene 
Property tax 
relief is vital 


(Sacramento Scene columnist Lari Waters is on 
vacation. His column is written today, by State Sen 
Albert S. Rod da, chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee. 1 
The Legislature should have passed a property 
tax relief reform measure before adjourning in 
September, but failed to do so. One might ask the 
question Why the failure7 And to this question, one 
must respond: There is no simple answer. 
The problem is extremely complicated, technical 
and controversial. Those closely involved, tax ex­ 
perts. special interest groups, concerned citizens, 
and individual legislators, entertained widely dif­ 
fering views as to the character and magnitude of 
legislation most appropriate to the challenge^ 
These differences prevented the enactment ot 
legislation and they remain, but they are not 
irreconcilable and the problem should not go 
bevond resolution. 
Changes in a number of economic indicators have 
caused projections of the state’s surplus for the end 
of the present fiscal year to be significantly in­ 
creased over those projections made in September. 
This is very encouraging. A larger surplus will 
enable the Le0slature to provide more generous 
property tax relief than previously thought possi­ 
ble it will also allow the Legislature more flex­ 
ibility to respond to the objections of several 
legislators who opposed previous attempts at com 
promise Hopefully, this will enhance the ability of 
the Legislature to obtain the required two-thirds 
vote in both house«, a vote requirement which itself 
has been a major obstacle to a successful com­ 
promise. 
Some constituents have written me expressing 
opposition to property tax relief legislation as a 
means of reducing the surplus, and advocating, as 
an alternative, an across the board reduction in 
state taxes, particularly the sales and personal in­ 
come taxes. Although such an alternative is 
somewhat appealing, the benefits derived from 
such an approach would not address the serious 
problem arising from the dramatic local property 
tax increases which have stimulated widespread 
public concern and demand for relief. For this 
reason, the objective of the Legislature, in my opi­ 
nion, should not be to reduce state taxes across the 
board but to utilize the ongoing surplus to achieve a 
number of tax relief reform goals including the 
following: 
—Granting property tax relief directly to 
homeowners.and renters whose ability to obtain 
adequate housing is now jeopardized by un­ 
precedented inflation in the cost of housing and land 
values; 
—Providing special property tax relief to senior 
citizens whose economic security is being 
threatened because of their limited or fixed in­ 
comes and the adverse impact of inflation and 
higher taxes; 
—Eliminating fully, or reducing significantly, the 
business inventory tax and. thus, improving the 
business climate; 
—Preventing the burden of local property tax 
from shifting more and more upon homeowners as 
a consequence of the increase in the assessment of 
residential property at a more rapid rate than tne 
assessment of commercial and industrial property ; 
—Closing those tax loopholes which it is generally 
agreed are unwarranted and financing property tax 
relief as fully as possible with existing revenues; 
—Assuming at the state level some, or all. of the 
costs of general assistance, a growing and in­ 
equitable burden on local property taxpayers; and 
—Placing a responsible cap or control on the rate 
at which both state and local government expen­ 
ditures may increase. 
Enactment of property tax relief legislation is 
important both to the public interest and to the 
“ image” of the Legislature and the governor. 
Neither the complexity of the problem, nor the 
required two-thirds vote itself should constitute a 
deterrent to success. 
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Lot’s get something straight: We 
are paying $14.60 a barrel for im­ 
ported oil 
We are paving only $5 20 a barrel 
tor much of the oil produced in the 
United States. 
Yet*the President’s wrath and 
some public resentment has been 
m isdirected at American oil 
producers. 
The cheapest oil we can buy is our 
own! 
In an unbecoming tirade against 
our nation’s petroleum industry 
ITesident Carter alleged “ripoffs” 
and “profiteering.” 
To some he sold the notion that the 
U.S. petroleum industry is com­ 
prised mostly of thieves trying to 
steal from the public. 
In subsequent statements he has 
moderated this indictment 
somewhat. Now he uses the word 
“windfalls” instead of “ripoffs ” 
Now he says “a few profiteers” seek 
special favors. 


But the inference is inescapable 
that American oil men are trying to 
take advantage of Americans. 


In the first place, all major 
American oil companies are owned 
— not by a handful of mercenaries — 
but by hundreds of thousands of 
American stockholders. 
In the past 10 years the petroleum 
industry paid government in taxes 
five times more than they paid their 
stockholders in dividends. 
Further, one typical oil company. 
Conoco, has had to borrow more 
money over the past 10 years than it 
got back in net income — such are 
the higher costs of drilling deeper 
where the next oil supply is. 
For 54 years the petroleum in­ 
dustry has been the powerhouse of 
our nation s economy — and the 
price you pay for groceries has 
tripled while the cost of gas has only 
doubled. 
In 10 years the costs of drilling for 


and processing and transporting oil 
have increased almost three times 
as much as the price of a gallon of 
gas has increased. The oil com­ 
panies’ investors have absorbed that 
increased cost. 
j 
But now the cost of drilling ever 
deeper and offshore is so 
astronomical that the oil and gas in­ 
dustries must raise prices. 
A generation ago it was the 
railroads which were the primary 
target for tub-thumping politicians. 
Rail service was undependable and 
erratic, they protested. "Ticket 
prices were too high,” they 
protested. 
So they succeeded in squeezing the 
railroads to death between high costs 
and low fares. 
And what irony for government to 
allege “ripoffs” and ‘‘profiteering” 
when the price of a gallon erf gas has 
increased only 90 percent in 17 years. 
While the price of a postage stamp 
has increased 330 percent.

All I drink is pure orange juice, 
grapefruit juice, prune juice, and 
tomato juice With the exception of 
this bruising I ’m in excellent health 
A lot of doctors have recommended I 
take vitamin C. but I get enough out 
of the fruit juices so I don’t bother. 
Do vou have any suggestions? 
DEAR R EA D ER — This seems to 
be a problem that is not always easi­ 
ly solved. The emphasis on vitamin C 
for bruising is related to the fact that 
scurvy caused from vitam in C 
deficiency is associated with 
bleeding and hemorrhagic tenden­ 
cies However, if a person is getting 
enough vitamin C as in your case, 
taking additional vitamin C will not 
help at all. You are quite right 
A hemotokigist, a specialist in 
blood disorders, might want to test 
all aspects of your blood clotting 


mechanism and the tendency of your 
capillaries (sm allest vessels) to 
break That would be the only way a 
better answer could be obtained for 
you 
Even exhaustive studies 
sometimes fail to provide the real 
answer 
Meanwhile, if you happen to take 
aspirin or any of the commonly 
available pain relievers, you should 
stop them Aspirin can increase the 
tendency to bleed. I doubt this is your 
problem as a person in your good 
health should not require any ad­ 
ditional medicines. 
The rest of your diet could be im­ 
portant. Be sure you are getting an 
adequate amount of protein daily, 
and it might not hurt to take one all­ 
purpose daily vitamin tablet to be* 
sure vou are not missing anything 
vou really need.

The tanker leaked oil until it finally 
broke apart nine day* later and lort 
the rest of its cargo. A total of 
million gallons of oil was spilh^l 
The winds were blowing off shore 
and the oil drifted into the open 
ocean In the year since then no 
serious harm to the waters or their 
fish has been detected 
Under orders from President 
Carter the Coast Guard has begun to

20 inmates for staff of 37 
Military prison 
virtually empty 


FORT BRAGG. N.C. (AP) - At the height of the Viet­ 
nam War. the Army planned a modem stockade here at 
which 302 prisoners could be kept. Now, at a cost of $1.5 
million, and with a staff of 37, the slammer sits virtually 
empty — waiting for inmates. 
The number of prisoners in the huge building has not ex­ 
ceeded 20 during the past six months And post authorities 
said they got down to three inmates during that period 
Last week, there were six. 
“ It's a rather funny situation, said Col James f Kus 
sell, provost marshal at the fort '‘Most states have Over­ 
flowing prisons, but the military stockades are empty 
The jail or Area Confinement Facility as the Army 
calls it, was built in 1971, based on plans drawn up in 1968 
when the Army was faced with an overflow of balky 
prisoners. 
„ 
It was built with emergency Vietnamese Contingency 
Funds. 
In 1973 an adjoining rehabilitation building was con­ 
structed at a cost of $153,000, complete with shop equip^ 
ment for prisoner training Since then, though, it s been 
transferred to use by post engineers 
“ Times have changed, and administrative procedures 
we have now allow us to get rid of many soldiers short of 
courtmartialing them and sticking them in the stockade, 
said Lt Gen Volney F. Warner, commanding general oi 
Fort Bragg 
, 
Russell says the situation here is typical ol all military 
services in the United States. He said a meeting would be 
held later this month at Fort Leavenworth to discuss the 
problem. 
. 
The stockade here is painted bright with pastels and has 
its own chapel and library. All doors are electronically 
operated. 
Though pleased to have fewer prisoners, Warner admits 
concern about his empty jail. He has proposed that his 
superiors allow prisoners normally sent to disciplinary 
units in Kansas to be held at fort Bragg and retrained 
Under present regulations, any soldier sentenced to six 
months or less must be transfered to Fort Riley. Kan , for 
a six-week rehabilitation effort, he said 
If Warner’s request is denied. Russell said Fort Bragg 
may use its stockade for a headquarters building for 
military police and intelligence. 
Hut he offered little hope that the jail might be used to 
help North Carolina's overflowing prison system. A 
similar request bv Maryland authorities to us«' the near- 
empty Fort Meade stockade was turned down by the 
Defense Department, Russell said

LIGONIER. Pa (AP) - 
Ted Spewock hit the sign 
that hangs on the entrance 
to the Clark Hollow Mine 
with his open palm. It 
reads. "Private Prop­ 
erty.” 
••See this here,” he said, 
pointing to the sign. “ When 
the federal inspectors 
come, I ask them if they 
have anything invested in 
this place. Then I tell them 
to get the hell out of here 
and not keep a man from 
his work 
Spewock, 56, is afraid 
federal safety regulations 
may close his coal mine, so 
he keeps the inspectors 
out His mine has not been 
inspected for three years. 
He stooped into the 
mine’s four-foot shaft to 
fetch Smokey. the 15-year- 
old pony that helps him 
draw three loads of coal 
daily from the one-man 
mine 
•if they try to shut me 
down it will be over my 
dead body. 
“ This isn’t my dream to 
be operating here by 
myself,’ he said, unbuckl­ 
ing the horse's harness “ I 
want to get that straight I 
gotta support my family 


The output of Spewock's 
mine is so small that even 
before the nationwide 
United Mine Workers 
strike, he could not meet 
the demands of local con­ 
sumers. It is just enough 
for him to eke out a living 
Ml. 
Spewock opened his 
southw estern 
Pe n n ­ 
sylvania mine 17 years 
ago He has been working 
alone since 1970, a year 
after Congress approved 
the federal Coal Mine and 
Safety Act. 


The law, enacted after 78 
people died in a 1968 mine 
explosion near Man- 
nington, W.Va., required 
strict safety measures too 
expensive for many small 
mine operators 
Before the law passed. 
Spewock 
had 
two 
employees shoveling the 
coal he cut. They produced 
about 12 tons of coal a day 
— worth more than $600 at 
today's prices. The mine 
safety act forced Spewock 
to let his employees go He 
now digs about two tons a 


day. 
“The big companies 
didn't want the small 
operator In business, 
Spewock said. "It's a pity. 
If it wasn’t for that damn 
law 1 could keep a couple 
of guys busy.” 
Now he fears federal in­ 
spectors will force him to 
shut the mine altogether. 
“ When I see the federal 
inspectors come here, they 
just raise the goose bumps. 
I just keep my head above 
water. I don't make enough 
to cover expenses and 


replace 
when it 
said. 
“ What the hell can I do 
here by myself7 I can just 
load enough coal to clean 
the rust off the rails and 
keep the wolves away from 
the door." 
Charles Battistoni. dis­ 
trict director of the Mine 
Engineering Safety Ad­ 
m inistration, said in­ 
spectors are delaying pos­ 
sible action until a legal 
opinion is issued on

N EW Y O RK (A P ) - 
Seldom has a television 
show drawn as much 
negative reaction, 
both 
before and after its airing, 
as did C BS’ presentation of 
the Heisman Trophy Din­ 
ner last Thursday Football 
coaches, fans and writers 
were outraged that the 
prestigious award was 
turned into an excuse for 
an inane variety show 
Several writers refused to 
cast their ballots. 
The show was less than a 
smash in the ratings. It 
drew 
a 
15.6 r a t in g - 
meaning 15.6 percent of all 
TV sets in the nation were 
tuned in and a 27 share- 
meaning 27 percent of sets 
in use were tuned to CBS. 
Those numbers gave the 
Heisman show a virtual tie 
with ABC’s “ Redd Foxx 
Show” but left it far behind 
N BC’s TV movie “ Class of 
65” which got a 24.7 rating 
and 41 share. 
It is not necessarily a 
bad idea to present the 
H eism an 
on 
national 
television. It is also not 
such a bad idea to have ad­ 
ditional awards honoring 
p la y e r s at the le s s 
glamorous positions. But 
m ust we have Connie 
S t e v e n s 
and 
L e s l i e 
Uggams singing football 
songs and a chorus line 
prancing about and an 
endless series of lam e 
jokes and chatter? 
Fault for this tasteless 
endeavor lies with CBS, 
which bought and aired the 
show, and Trans World 
International, which con­ 
ceived and packaged it. 


But the real fault belongs 
to the Downtown Athletic 
Club, w hich sold the 
prestige that the award 
had built up over the years 
for big bucks. CBS has the 
option of doing the show 
again next year but hasn t 
decided If it w ill or not 
When John Cappelletti 
won the Heisman in 1973. 
he gave a memorable ac­ 
ceptance speech in which 
he dedicated the award to • 
his younger brother. Joey, 
who was dying of leu­ 
kemia It was an incredibly 
touching moment, one that 
had hardened writers in 
tears. 
That moment would not 
have been possible this 
year We get the picture of 
Cappelletti making this in 
tensely moving tribute and 
through his tears he sees a 
director just off camera 
motioning with his hands 
and whispering. “ Okay, 
John, that’s fine. uh. we re 
running a little late 


Satra. that mysterious 
international trading com­ 
pany that turned up a year 
ago in the middle of the 
battle for television rights 
to the 1980 Olympics, has 
resurfaced. 
When last heard from, 
Satra. which felt it had a 
binding contract with the

By The Associated Press 
The average American 
paid $731 in state and local 
taxes in the fiscal year that 
ended June 30. $271 or 59 
per cent more than the in­ 
dividual paid five years 
earlier.
